Franklin D. Roosevelt carried 
them in his campaigns. Harry 
Truman took about half. In 1952 
Dwight D. Eisenhower won them. 
New England Democrats believe 
Kennedy would provide enough 
strength to return these states to 
the Democratic nominees. The 
argument is not without logic. 


Chances 

New England will have 104 
votes at the convention. Massa- 
chusetts, with 40, has the largest 
total. Connecticut follows with 20, 
Rhode Island with 16, Maine 14, 
New Hampshire 8 and Vermont 6. 

There has not been & Roman 
Catholic on the presidential ticket 
since the late Al Smith was nom- 
inated by the Democrats at Dal- 
las in 1928. The New Yorker was 
also a frank and honest wet. This 
was in the midst of the prohibi- 
tion era, and the extremists on 
each side were like extremists on 
any issue — dogmatic and un- 
compromising.

Georgia, 
Migsissippi, Alabama, South Caro- 
lina and Louisiana remained 
Democratic in the ‘“‘Deep South.”’ 
Indeed, only’ Florida, Tennessee, 
Virginia and North Carolina de- 
serted to the Republicans. In the 
Southwest, Texas did the same. 
Riding the great boom, soon to 


Collapse in his face, Herbert

disease in a patient whose presenting 
symptom is intestinal obstruction un- 
less the physician has had previous 
knowledge of the existence of this disease 
in the patient. During the course of Presi- 
dent Ejisenhower’s convalescence from 


' acute coronary thrombosis, no mention 
- had been made of this chronic illness. On 
‘May 13, less than one month before 


the President’s chronically inflamed and 
scarred small intestine became suddenly 
obstructed, an X-ray examination of his 
stomach and infestine (gastro-intestinal 
series) was reported as showing a ‘nor- 
mally functioning digestive tract,’ but no 
mention was made of the presence or ab- 
sence of any structural defect... . 
“When information of previous gas- 


‘ tro-intestinal attacks was made public 


. . . together with confirmation at opera- 
tion of the previous diagnosis of ileitis, 
it became clear that the acute obstruction 
was merely a late episode in the course 
of a chronic illness and not a new disease 
beginning at age 65.... 

“At no time did they (his physicians) 
give any indication that fleitis is a chronic 
disease with a rate of recurrence vary- 
ing between one third and two thirds of 
those on whom operation is performed, 
depending on the stage of the disease, the 
type of surgery and the duration of fol- 
low-up. Neither did they indicate that 
the majority of recurrences come within 
the first year after operation. Nor was 
there any mention of the medical fact 
that difficulty might be anticipated in 
maintaining the President’s nutrition and 
weight, or the further likelihood of fu- 
ture periods of disability from the 
disease. .. . There is no question that the 
relief of the intestinal obstruction im- 
proved the health of the President. On 
the other hand, the emergence of a sec- 
ond chronic illness cannot by any stretch 
of the imagination improve the total 
health status of the patient.” 

His conclusion, strongly asserted, is 
that doctors should stick to medicine 
and the medical facts and leave politics 
to the politicians. 

In this we concur.

J. P. Allen Was Symbol 
Of Spirit of Atlanta 


J. P. Allen Sr., President of J. P. Allen 
and Co., and one of Atlanta’s best-known 
and picturesque citizens, died Saturday of 
a heart attack while awaiting an airport 
bus which was to start him on a vacation 
journey. He was 80 years old. 

Jim Allen was in a sense, a symbol of 
the spirit which built Atlanta. He began 
with M. Rich and Brothers, in 1904. Four 
years later he opened his own business, 
a small ready-to-wear shop on Whitehall 
street. It grew to its present prominence 
as one of the best-known of the Peach- 
tree street stores. 

Jim Allen was never at a loss for de- 
cision. A firm Democrat, he was an enter- 
taining scourge to, all his Republican 
friends at the Rotary Club and the several 
other social and business organizations of 
which he was a member. He liked sports 
and was a regular attendant at the Ken- 
tucky Derby, and a thorn in the flesh to 
local sports writers who pick losers in 
that race. He was a leader in civic enter- 
prise. : 

His fellow businessmen honored him 
for several years by making him presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Retail Merchants 
Assn. He also served as state president of 
the Georgia merchants. 

But is was as a person and friend that 
he was best known. His was a charm and 
a vitality which made him a distinct per- 
sonality. The Atlanta Constitution joins 
with his many friends in an expression 
of sorrow and sympathy at his passing.

Citizens Might Probe 


Our Prison Camps, Too 


The self-mutilation performed by a 
group of inmates at the Rock Quarry 
Prison and the prisoner’s tales of brutal 
treatment at the hands of guards must 
not be allowed to obscure the fact that 
prison problems are no monopoly of 
Georgia’s. 

There are occasional and vicious out- 
breaks in prisons over the land. They 
spread from one prison to another like 
a contagion or a form of mass hysteria. 

Most recent is a sit-down strike by 
Connecticut charges of the law to get 
their grievances before prison officials 
and the public. 

The governor of Connecticut ordered 
an investigation by a citizens’ inquiry 
committee. 

That, by the way, might be a good 
idea for Georgia. In addition to the probes 
by prison officials and the’ legislative 
committee, perhaps the governor should 
appoint a citizens’ group to make an in- 
dependent investigation. 

A corroborative report from all groups 
would eliminate any tint of whitewash. 

In Connecticut or Georgia, complaints 
from within prison walls of poor condi- 
tions and mistreatment deserve full and 
complete airings. 

At the same time, in these two states 
or any others, while rehabilitation is the 
goal, confinement is a penalty which has 
been inflicted for failure to act as decent 
members of society. Prison quarters are 
not expected to have the appeal of a 
resort hotel. Nor is the cuisine expected 
to match that of the French Line. 

On the other hand, sadism has no 
place in the prison system, nor have con- 
ditions deliberately calculated to drive 
a man to despair and self-destruction.

Bold Journalism Experiment 
Fails; The Vision Remains 


Newspapermen in Georgia and the nation watched with extreme 
interest the production and development of the Gainesville Morning 
News, which ceased publication last Tuesday. Its eight-month career 
will continue to be studied by the profession. The Morning News was 
a bold experiment that challenged two established precedents in 


American newspapering. 

By printing on offset and using 
photocomposition, which  elimi- 
nates the “‘hot metal’ type used 
on all but a handful of daily pa- 
pers throughout the world, the 
Morning News hoped to achieve 
significant economies. Its produc- 
tion method, then, involved pio 
neering in a field in which there 
was relatively little daily experi- 
ence. 

The Morning News also began 
publication in the face of an eco- 
nomic trend in daily publishing 
that more and more limits even 
the larger cities of the nation to 
one newspaper, or a ‘“‘morning- 
evening’ combination published in 
one plant. The costs of production 
and the need for a high volume of 
business to meet those costs re- 
sults in this truism: Not a single 
city in Georgia has two or more 
daily newspapers under separate 
ownership. Of the 85 cities in the 
nation with competing dailies not 
cne is so small as Gainesville. 

The newspaper industry expects 
some day to achieve a production 
system so low in cost that a small 
city can support several newspa- 
pers so well that all can afford 
independence of judgment and ex- 
pression. That system may well be 
a “‘cold type’’ method similar to 
the one used by the Morning 
News. 

But currently the machines avail- 


able, the high-speed equipment, 
the production tools on hand to 
apply the process to daily news- 
papering haven’t been developed 
to an extent that appreciably re- 
duces costs. There exists what the 


scientists would call a technologi- 
cal lag. So the Morning News ran 
into the same economic problems 
as a paper of conventional print- 
ing methods plus the problems of 
experimenting and research. 


Charles Hardy, part of Georgia’s 

journalism tradition in the weekly 
field and the son of the late Albert 
S. Hardy, one of the state’s news- 
paper pioneers, dreamed a big vi- 
sion and deserves recognition for 
that vision. His staff, particularly 
Editor Paul Rilling, made a re- 
markable showing for a young 
newspaper and produced a news- 
paper of greater quality than some 
in the state that have published 
for many years. 
* Mr. Hardy and the other stock- 
holders of the Gainesville -News 
Publishing Co. met the fine tradi- 
tions of Georgia journalism in pro- 
ducing their imaginative news- 
paper. 

The company, now planning to 
concentrate on its commercial 
printing phase, will become, we 
trust, a vital and prosperous in- 
dustry in this part of the state.

GOP Farm Plank 
Will Bear Watching 


WASHINGTON—There is no assurance at this 
stage that either party is going to resist playing 
politics with the farm vote this year to the ulti- 
mate harm of the farmer—and everybody else. The outlook on the 
Democratic side is that the Chicago platform will promise to the 
farmer what can’t be delivered; namely, high rigid price supports 
in the face of massive, mounting surpluses. 


The outlook on the Republican 
side is that the San Francisco 
platform will fuzz up what most 
of the Republicans really oppose; 
namely, high price supports which 
stimulate production more for 
storehouses than for sale. This in 
the hope that vagueness will per- 
mit Republican congressional can- 
didates to run on both sides of the 
issue. 


One of the most influential Mid- 
western Democratic senators re- 
marked privately the other day: 
“There is one more election to be 
had out of high rigid price sup- 
ports. Come around to see me next 
January and we'll work out a 
sound farm program.”’ 

Is this trip necessary? Is it good 
for the farmer? Is it good for the 
nation? Is it even ‘‘good politics’’? 

True, the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration, with the aid of a presiden- 
tial veto and with some misgivings 
and inner conflict, has resisted a 
level of subsidy and farm pro- 
grams which have as their conse- 
quence a government-managed ag- 
riculture. But there are strong 
intraparty pressures playing on the 
Republican platform today in an 
effort to water down the Presi- 
dent’s position. 

This danger is aggravated in a 
presidential-congressional election 
year. 

Right now national farm policy 
is at a crossroads. The govern- 
ment is slowly, carefully rescuing

American agriculture from the 
oxygen tent of high price sup- 
ports, which encouraged produc- 
tion for stockpiles, by the proc- 
ess of using lower price supports, 
which encourage products for the 
market. If this trend is arrested 
by either party I know of no ob- 
jective agricultural economist who 
does not believe that we are in 
for trouble—trouble for the farmer, 
for the taxpayer and for the gov- 
ernment. 

The basic facts of the matter 
are: 

That there can be no stable, 
prosperous, free agriculture as 
long as huge, mounting govern- 
ment-owned food surpluses over- 
hang the market. 

That we will continue to have 
government-owned food surpluses 
overhanging the market so long as 
farm production is artificially 
stimulated by high rigid price 
supports. 

Many vote-minded politicians 
in both parties continue to peddle 
a ‘“‘solution’’ which increases the 
problem rather than reducing it 
either because they haven’t caught 
up with the facts or because they 
haven’t the courage to tell the 
facts to the farmers and are there- 
by disserving the farmers. 

The time is going to come when 
the farmers and the consumers 
and the taxpayers begin to ask: 
Who is selling who down the 
river? 


The GOP Must Build 
From the Bottom Up 


WASHINGTON—As a compelling reason why 
he is seeking another term in the White House, 
President Eisenhower cites his earnest desire to 
help rebuild the Republican Party or, as he put it in 
conference since his operation June 9: 
here is the importance to the country, 


the Republican Party 
and to the country. 

“And since I believe so much in 
the Republican Party, and I be- 
lieve that it needed rebuilding so 
badly, an effort which I have been 
making, as’ you well know, I said 
I would continue to try.” 


This aim of the President is 
well recognized. It is the aim, 
too, of leaders of the moderately 
progressive Eisenhower wing of 
the party and was the impulse 
behind its drive to get the Presi- 
dent to run again. 


In this, the need to rebuild the 
party was the chief argument 
and, it now develops, a telling 
one. To remake the party in 
what this group calls «‘the Ejisen- 
hower image’’ would take at least 
four more years—if it can be 
achieved in that time. 

Their objectives is a middle-of- 
the-road party of moderation. 

How ‘successful thus far has 
been this effort to rebuild the 
party which the President said 
is needed ‘‘so badly?” 

In a practical way, at the local 
level, younger and more pro- 
gressive Republicans have been 
able to make some headway to 
infiltrate state organizations and, 
in some cases, to get command- 
ing .influence. There has been 
quite an overturn in state party 
chairmen and infusion of new 
blood with the age-level lowered. 

‘But this moderating influence 
has not permeated

mechanism in the field of foreign 
and domestic policy. 

This we saw demonstrated in 
the recent session where the con- 
servative wing, still predominant 
in the party in Congress, sup- 
plied the Republican votes that 
defeated the school construction 
bill and supplied the votes that 
scaled foreign aid below the fig- 
ure asked by the President. 

We also discovered that the Ei- 
senhower influence had not be- 
come strong enough at the grass 
roots to elect enough Republicans 
in the 1954 elections to permit 
the party to keep control of 
Congress. 

So, midway in the Eisenhower 
administration, control was for- 
feited to the Democrats. Whether 
in the two years since that elec- 
tion the Eisenhower administra- 
tion has got a strong enough hold 
in the party at the grass roots to 
reflect itself in Congress we can 
see better after the elections. 

Unless that happens — unless 
the voters return a Republican 
Congress that will follow the 
President’s leadership more than

SACRIFICE APPARENT 


If, on the other hand, they use 
force they will have the Arab 
world up in arms against them. 
Thus, by returning to the Suez 
Canal zone to protect freedom of 
navigation, the British might 
sacrifice the West’s interests. 


The argument is, in other 
words, that the British and 
French will be damned if they 
do and damned if they don’t. 


This view of the situation is 
reflected by a number of dip- 
lomats of the neutralist or un- 
committed nations. Shocked by 
Britain’s ship and troop move- 
ments, their sympathies are 
clearly with Egypt. 


The diplomats do not expect 
Egypt to reject outright the bid 
to a conference on Suez.

SOVIET ATTITUDE 


A straw in the wind as to the 
Soviet Union’s attitude came 
from a Soviet diplomat who at a 
reception here last night ob- 
served: “Better a conference 
than use of force.’’
